GENERAL PROVISIONS 
1 . 1 PURPOSE, NEED AND SCOPE 

THE U.S. TEXTILE INDUSTRY HAS SUSTAINED LITTLE REAL GROWTH 
IN THE PAST 10 YEARS. IMPORTS OF FOREIGN TEXTILE PRODUCTS 
ARE APPROXIMATELY EQUAL TO U.S. EXPORTS OF TEXTILE PRO- 
DUCTS. THE U.S. APPAREL INDUSTRY HAS EXPERIENCED CLOSELY 
SIMILAR PERFORMANCE. HOWEVER, APPAREL EXPORTS HAVE BEEN 
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CONSISTENTLY LOW, AVERAGING SLIGHTLY MORE THAN 2 PERCENT 
OF TOTAL U.S. PRODUCTION. ON THE OTHER HAND. THE VALUE 
OF APPAREL IMPORTS HAS BEEN AVERAGING BETTER THAN 10 
PERCENT OF THE VALUE OF PRODUCTION. 

THE LACK OF GROWTH IN U.S. TEXTILE AND APPAREL EXPORTS 
IS, TO A CONSIDERABLE EXTENT, DUE TO THE RELUCTANCE OF 
U.S. FIRMS TO BECOME INVOLVED IN FOREIGN MARKETING. THIS 
IS NOT DISSIMILAR TO THE ATTITUDE OF FIRMS IN OTHER U.S. 
INDUSTRIES. 

THE U.S. DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE WANTS TO ASSIST THE 
U.S. TEXTILE AND APPAREL INDUSTRIES IN ESTABLISHING 
FOREIGN GROWTH MARKETS FOR THEIR PRODUCTS AND IS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INITIATING AN INDUSTRY PROGRAM WITH THIS OBJECTIVE. AN 
IMPORTANT PRIMARY ELEMENT OF SUCH A PROGRAM IS MARKET
